Mud Baths Keep Seedlings Fit 


By DEAN HALLIDAY 
Released by Central Press Association 


MUD BATHS are a wonderful 
tonic for seedlings Just before 
planting time. This is especially 
true of seedling* ordered from a 
distant nursery, which sometimes 
reach their destination dried out 
And almost dying, 
Hest way to keep such plants 
until you can aet them out is to 
fill a pan with a thin mud mix­ 
ture and keep the seedlings in 
this 
mud 
until 
transplanting 
time. 
When each plant is lifted out 
of the pan containing the "mud 
bath" the wet soil will adhere to 
its roots, a illustrated in the ac­ 
companying Garden-Graph. 
This 
protects 
each 
seedling 
against 
danger of completely drying out. 
As young plants are set out, 
firm them into place, as illus­ 


trated. Do not choke the stem of 
each plant by firming too closely 
to i t Instead of packing the soil 
tightly against the stem proper, 
firm the soil an inch or more 
away from the stem, as illus­ 
trated. 
Pressing the soil gently but 
firmly around each plant helps to 
prevent air pockets f o r m i n g 
among the roots. 
Here are five good rules for 
successful transplanting: 
(I) Do 
not let the roots dry out, 
(2- 
Dig a hole large enough to ac­ 
commodate 
the 
roots 
without 
crowding. 
(3) Set the plant a 
little deeper in the soil than it 
was formerly planted. (4) Press 
the soil down around the roots to 
prevent air pockets. 
(5) W ater 
the 
newly 
transplanted 
plants 
immediately after setting them.

"It s better than they gave us 
tn North Afrioa," one of th* Brit­ 
ish officers said. 
Inside the gates of this 90 acre 
camp it’* almost like visiting a 
German ataff headquarters. Most 
officer* still are smartly uniform­ 
ed and walk about giving aach 
other stiff military aalutea. 
Some of the German officer* 
have gone so far as to accuse the 
British of vioiaUng th* Geneva 
convention by failing to provide

The situation recently has been 
complicated by the return of about 
SOO prisoners from camps in the 
United States where they said their 
treatm ent was "excellent.’'

INFANTILE paralysis or polio­ 
myelitis terrifies not only by its 
known effects, but also by its mys­ 
tery. 
Apparently pouncing out of no­ 
where, it is doubly feared by par­ 
ents because there seems to be no 
sure way of guarding against it. 
This is because the question of just 
how this disease spreads baa never 
been fully answered. 
At one time, it was thought to 
be air-borne. More recently, re­ 
search workers have come to be­ 
lieve that insects may play a part 
in carrying the disease from one 
human host to another. 
Study Carried Oat 
Much light has been thrown on 
this problem by a study carried out 
in Chicago by Doctor Albert E. 
Casey of Birmingham, Alabama, 
and Doctor William I. Fishbein of 
Chicago, under the supervision of 
the President of the Chicago Board 
of Health. 
In trying to determine just how 
the disease spreads most often, 
they found much evidence indicat­ 
ing that infantile paralysis la 
passed from one child to another 
just as are the other common dis­ 
eases of childhood, by direct con­ 
tact. This discovery points the way 
to control of this crippling disorder 
by methods which have proved ef­ 
fective against other contagions, 
early diagnosis and isolation. 
The study was made by watch­ 
ing children who had come in con­ 
tact with another child who had

any symptoms like those of polio­ 
myelitis. As a result of this study 
it was found that once infantile 
paralysis enters a neighborhood 
there is r»o evidence that insects 
have any role in spreading the 
disease. 
Direct Contact 
There was a great deal of evi­ 
dence that the disease was spread 
by direct contact. This was shown 


by the fact that many children 
who had come in contact with the 
disease developed poliomyelitis or 
disorders w’ith fever like poliomye­ 
litis, while in another group of 
children who were not in contact 
with the disease, very few devel­ 
oped such symptoms, and not one 
developed poliomyelitis. 
It was concluded that in children 
from 1H to 3^4 years of age, in­ 
fantile paralysis is as contagious 
as measles, mumps, or others of 
the well-kndwn catching disease! 
of childhood. 
Of the children studied, paral­ 
ysis occurred in only one case out 
of six. Most of the cases were so 
mild that the physician was not 
called to take care of the child. 
Only about one out of every four 
cases would have been diagnosed 
if special efforts and tests had not 
been employed. 
Protein In Spinal Fluid 
k 
It was interesting to note that 
even in the mildest cases there was 
an increase in the protein in th* 
spinal fluid. It was believed, how­ 
ever, that even in the mildest cases 
there was enough reaction to the 
disease 
to 
produce 
immunity 
against it. 
It seems, therefore, that there 
is good evidence ‘.hat poliomyelitis 
is spread from one child to another, 
and that many children get the dis­ 
ease early in life, which makes 
them immune to the condition. It 
is only in occasional instances that 
paralysis occurs. 
Further effort* must be exerted 
to find a method of diagnosing 
poliomyelitis early. In this way it 
may be possible to separate chil­ 
dren who have the disease from 
those who do not have it, and in 
this way, perhaps, keep the disease 
from spreading. 
Of course, whenever a child has 
symptoms like those of infantile 
paralysis, such as fever, headache, 
stiff neck and, perhaps, sickness 
to the stomach and vomiting, the 
physician should be called at once 
•o that a diagnosis may be made.

HOUSING la almoat aa impor­ 
tant to vegetable seedlings which 
have been transplanted outdoor# 
for the first time as it is to GI# 
and others 
The young plants 
need protection from the hot sun 
and drying winds for a few days 
until they get aet tied in their new 
home. 
Newly set out plants can be 
shaded 
from 
the 
hot 
sun 
by 
means of a row of shingles up­ 
ended together, aa illustrated in 
the accompanying Garden-Graph. 
Berry boxes can alae be used 
to form a "pup” tent over indi­ 
vidual plants for p r o t e c t i o n 
against sun and wind, aa illus­ 
trated. 
On very windy days it 
may be necessary to put a stone 
on top of each box to hold it 
down. 


Flower pots or newspapers held 
In place by stone# can also be 
used a# temporary housing for 
young plants. 
It la always advisable to re­ 
move the covering after the sun 
goes down so th# plants will get 
the full benefit of evening dew or 
rain which may fall. 
Seedlings sheltered and kept 
from wilting after transplanting
